comparatively few years ago? How 
dare Canadian industry utter a word 
against ocean freight rates that are 
gradually rednong the opportunities 
which the Canadian manufacturer 
. once enjoyed m United Kingdom | 
‘ and foreign fields? Why shmild 

_the King Government consider it its 

business to see iFi< would not he 
possible to get more British people 
into Canada at a quicker rate than 
i the present passenger fire, across 
the Atlantic permit? Why should 
it desire to bring about a more 
speedy development of the Empire 
for which the Conservative oppon¬ 
ents of the subsidy plan manifest 
such concern when they imagine po¬ 
litical capital may be made out o! 
such manifestation? What does it 
matter if the North Atlantic Con¬ 
ference charges another five dollars 
a head to carry Canadian steers to 
Great Britain?
